43 to 40 per cent over Re­ 
publican Richard M. Nixon. 
The final Harris survey, re­ 
leased Monday afternoon, indi­ 
cated a swing of 5 per cent to 
Humphrey in 24 hours. It was 
dismissed by John N. Mitchell. 
Nixon's national campaign man­ 
ager, as a “ gratuitous concoc­ 
tion.” 
The final Gallup poll which 
was published Monday morning 
showed Nixon ahead 42 to 40 per 
cent with 14 per cent for third 
party candidate George C. Wal­ 
lace and 4 per cent undecided. 
Both the Gallup and Harris 
polls have showed Humphrey 
gaining momentum in recent 
weeks. 
Democratic 
National 
Chairman Lawrence F. O'Brien 
said the final Harris survey! 
showed the vice president was 
“ over the top now.” 
Since both of the major sur­ 
vey firms allow for a 3 to 4 per 
cent margin of error, the most 
recent surveys suggested a very 
close race with the possibility of 
a near dead heat in the popular 
voting.

There have b een m any cla.ssical depictions of 
the lost ideal of the university. It was the place, 
In a b u.sy society pursuing multitudinous pur­ 
poses. where a relatively small num b er of m a ­ 
ture intellects might study, do research, think 
and draw to them.selves young learners who 
might .succeed their elder m entors or go out 
into the world with an understanding of the un­ 
derlying nature and meaning of its prob lems, 
Woodrow Wilson defined it 72 years ago a t Prin­ 
ceton : 
“ A little world; b ut not perplexed, living with 
a .singleness of purpose not found without; the 
home of sagacious men, deb aters of the world s 
questions every day . . . and yet a place re ­ 
m ov e d -c a lm science seated there, recluse, a s­ 
cetic, like a nun; not knowing that the world 
pas.ses, not caring, if the truth b ut come in an­ 
swer to her prayer." 


MY OWN DEFINITION, without Wilson's elo­ 
quence, serves b etter. F or it includes in the 
university's purpose the primary ob ligation of 
passing or the knowledge and.wisdom of “ saga- 
ciou.s 
men 
to

Behind the scenes in the maneuvering which 
brought about the cessation of bombing in the 
Vietnam War is Russia. There can be no deny­

North Vietnam ese and Viet Cong friends and 
coftfIdants in South-East Asia are saying that if 
Hanoi engages in serious negotiations now, the 
main reason will be pressure from Russia. And 
this is being said with bitterness.

deeply resents this pressure from the Soviet 
Union. The opinion that North Vietnam is being 
sold out by the Russians is being expressed. 
T or many years now Ho Chi Minh has been 
able to maintain a delicate balance between the 
Russian aud Chinese aid and influence, as the 
am azingly skillful leaders of North Vietnam 
plav rd thn'r two giant allies or patrons against 
one another. 


Within the past year, h o w e v e r , China, 


plagued with serious internal problems of its 


own, has sipped into the background and ap­ 


parently has been unable to supply Hanoi * 
needs. 
This made Ho and his henchmen more de­ 


pendent upon the Russians. Consequently, when 


the Russians threaten to end the military aid 


upon which North Vietnam depends to carry on 


its aggression. Ho Chi Minh has no other course 


than grudgingly, and bitterly, to go along with 


the move toward peace. 


THOSE WHO SEE the current bombing halt 
as having developed in this way believe that 
Russia is exerting the pressure because it fears 
a third world war and now believes that the 
United States will not give up South Vietnam. 


lf this analysis is correct, then there is hope 
for peace — for a while at least 
For without 
Russian support the war would quickly end.

‘outstanding.’ ” says Miss Bay- 
ier, more or less good natured­ 
ly, 
“but ‘competent’! 
That’s 
just nothing.” 
Even though I meant it as 
praise. Miss Bavier is absolute­ 
ly right. She deserves much 
more than the adjective compe­ 
tent for her work as Aunt Bee 
these eight years, going on 
nine. As she points out, her job 
is to take some quite corny sit­ 
uations and try not to make 
them “soap-opera-ish.” 
“But I will say that you 
brought me down to earth, so 
maybe it was for the best. I 
was beginning to think the suc- 
j cess of the series must be me 
1 after nearly nine years,” says 
Miss Bavier, showing her favor­ 
ite Aunt Bee smile. 


CERTAINLY Aunt Bee was 
and is an integral part of this 
j success story, and Andy Grif­ 
fith and the producers knew it. 
That’s why they went to a lot of 
pains to get her to stay on for 
"Mayberry RFD ” 
Miss Bavier was thinking of 
quitting when Andy did, but 
they persuaded her to carry on 
with the new star, Ken Berry. 
“Bob Ross, the producer, said 
to me, ‘You’re the backbone of 
the show,’ which was almost as 
bad 
as 
y o u r 
word 
‘competent,’ ” she recalls. “But 
finally it was flattery that con­ 
vinced me to continue. 
“I get more money, too, but 
the 
flattery 
did 
it. 
And 
I 
wouldn't have to touch ward­ 
robe. It would all be picked for 
me, they said. Then Ken Berry 
himself came to me and said, 
‘Oh, please stay.’ ” 


PRODUCER ROSS finally got 
her to say yes to doing four 
“Mayberry” episodes, but now 
they keep coming up with an­ 
other “w o n d e r f u l idea” for 
Aunt Bee, so she admits it 
looks as tf she’ll stay the sea­ 
son. 


“I’ve been acting 45 years 
and it’s a hard habit to break,” 
she says. “Then I read that 
medical column about getting 
arteriosclerosis of the brain if 
you don’t work, so here I am.” 
Miss Bavier has been playing 
these homespun Aunt Bee parts 
for a good piece of those 45 
years. Many fans still remem­ 
ber her from the NBC series, 
“Ifs a Great life,” which had 
her as Amy Morgan, sister of 
James Dunn and housekeeper 
for him and his two ex-Army 
b u d d i e s played by Michael 
O’Shea and Bill Bishop. 


HER MOVIE ROLES have 
had the same flavor, too, but on 
the stage early in her career; 
Miss Bavier’s talents had a 
much wider scope in which to 
operate. 
“I remeber doing Arle in 
Paul Osborne’s ‘Mornings at 7,’ 
which was a very meaty, subtle 
role. If I’d gone on in that 
direction. I might have been 
another Mildred Dunnock, but I 
must 
say 
this 
has 
been 
a 
darned lot more lucrative. I 
might, have been a dedicated 
actress if I wasn’t such a bar­ 
gain hunter,” she confesses. 
Miss Bavier loves to buy 
t h i n g s , at the right price. 
There’s an Oriental rug on the 
set of “Mayberry” which she 
has her eye on, and if it doesn’t 
e v e n t u a l l y wind up in her 
apartment, I won’t even call 
her competent. 


YEARS AGO, Miss Bavier 
first came to Hollywood to do a 
movie called “The Lady Savs 
No” with David Niven and Joan 
Caulfield. It was Niven who 
first coached her to “ just speak 
to 
me 
in 
a 
conversational 
tone,” which she had to learn 
after being on the stage. 
After two more pictures, she 
returned to Broadway to do 
“Point of No Return” with Hen­ 
ry Fonda, but then she came 
back to Hollywood. 
“I didn’t quite trust this place' 
at first, but ifs been good to1 
me,” she says now. 


Safer Speed

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) 
Richard Tingler, the 28-year-o ld 
ex-co nvict charged in the ho ld­ 
up slaying o f two Co lumbus 
teen-agers, Is being so ught in 
co nnectio n with a quadruple 
slaying here v Sept. 16, 
Cleveland Detective Sgt. Vic­ 
to r Ko vacic said a warrant 
charging first-degree mu rder 
wo uld be issued to day o n the 
strength o f ballistics co mpari­ 
so ns in the two ca^s. 
He said 9-millimeter bullets 
and fragments reco vered fro m 
the Oct, 2flth slayings at a Law­ 
so n Milk Co . sto re in Co lumbus 
came fro m o ne o f the guns used 
in the Ro ckefeller Park killings. 
Ko vacic is a ballistics expert 
in the department’s scientific 
investigatio n unit. 
Co lumbus po lice also have a 
warrant charging the o netime 
department sto re emplo ye with 
first-degree murder. 
They believe Tingler, said to 
be a native o f Piqua, (Miami 
Co unty) in so uthwestern Ohio , 
still may be in the Cleveland 
area. 
Cleveland po lice said he was 
living o n this city's East Side 
when his abando ned auto was 
fo und o n Public Square Oct. 23.

Ex-Convict 
Hunted In 
Slaying Of 4 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Richard Tingler, the 28-year-old 
ex-convict charged in the hold­ 
up slaying of two Columbus 
teen-agers, is being sought in 
connection with a quadruple 
slaying here Sept. 16 
Cleveland Detective Sgt. Vic­ 
tor Kovacic said a warrant 
charging 
first-degree 
murder 
would be issued today on the 
strength of ballistics compari­ 
sons in the two cases. 
He said 9-millimeter bullets 
and fragments recovered from 
the Oct. 20th slayings at a Law­ 
son Milk Co. store in Columbus 
came from one of the guns used 
in the Rockefeller Park killings. 
Kovacic is a ballistics expert 
in the department’s scientific 
investigation unit. 
Columbus police also have a 
warrant charging the onetime 
department store employe with 
first-degree murder. 
They believe Tingler, said to 
be a native of Piqua. (Miami 
County) in southwestern Ohio, 
still may be in the Cleveland 
area 
Cleveland police said he was 
living on this city’s East Side 
when his abandoned auto was 
found on Public Square Oct. 23. 
Inside, they found a receipt for 
repairs at a suburban Rocky 
River service station. 
William Cairns, 40. operator 
of the station, said that Tingler 
had driven in the day before. 
“ He iv a s very 
well-man­ 
nered,” said Cairns. “You cer­ 
tainly

would

guessed by talking to him that 
he was wanted for murder.” 
Cleveland Homicide Detective 
Sgt. Edward Manning said, how­ 
ever, that Tingler is vicious and 
probably would stop at nothing 
to avoid being taken.

temperament. The mandrill’s pig -like eyes, set close to­ 
g ether under jutting eyebrows, seem to sig nal 
“ Ha n d s 
off!” This effect is heig htened by the ex traordinary 
coloring of the mandrill face: the long nose and nosiriL. are 
brig ht pinkish red and the cheeks on either side arc 
brilliant blue, making a most startling contrast. There also 
patches of brig ht red on other parts of this strang e 
baboon’s body. Such coloring is particularly vivid in the 
case of old males, who boss the herds around. Perhaps the 
colors serve to scare the other males away. Mandrills live 
in West Africa, especially in Guinea.

A N SW E R : The animals parading across the top and 
bottom of our picture are baboons — a special kind of 
monkey that lives mostly on the ground and has a head 
with a long muzzle, somewhat resembling a dog. Baboons 
are feared by other animals, since they have sharp teeth 
and quarrelsome dispositions.. The mandrill is a kind of 
baboon that carries the baboon nature to an extreme. It is 
large in size, with a particularly surly and ferocious 
temperament. The mandrill’s pig-like eyes, set close to­ 
gether under jutting eyebrows, seem to signal “ Hands 
off!” This effect is heightened by the extraordinary 
coloring of the mandrill face: the long nose and nostrils are 
bright pinkish red and the cheeks on either side are 
brilliant blue, making a most startling contrast. There also 
patches of bright red on other parts of this strange 
baboon’s body. Such coloring is particularly vivid in the 
case of old males, who boss the herds around. Perhaps the 
colors serve to scare the other males away. Mandrills live 
in West Africa, especially in Guinea.
